In long- 
hand it is the National Federation 
of Catholic College Students, an 
organization that is interested in 
combining the efforts of Catholic 
college students into units of pen- 
etrating. and effective force. 

Why Must Each Student Pay 
Five Dollars? To enable the Coun- 
cil to function. No government can 
function without money. 

What do They intend^ do With 
All This Money? With this money, 
the Council intends to provide a 
program of much needed social 
events. This includes week-end 
dances, pep rallies, signs of wel- 
come for special events, student 
trips, awards for outstanding 
students, and special utilities for 
the Rec Hall (lik;e repairing the 
TV set). It will also be spent for 
operational costs, such as paying 
for phone bills, stationery, tele- 
grams and the like. 

Who- Controls This Money? A 
regular, , bookkeeping system will 
be employed, Father ~Kolier will 
be moderator of the fund. No one 
individual will be able to spend 
money. All 1 appropriations will 
have to be approved by the 
Council. No money will be spent 
unless it benefits all the students. 
No appropriations will be made 
to individual clubs. Statements of 
expenditures will be published in 
STUFF periodically so the stu- 
dents may see how their money is 
being spent. 

What Other Powers Does the 
Council Have?- Through commit- 
tees appointed by its President it 
will meet with the Dean of the 
"College to discuss student view- 
points on matters of curriculum 
■and instructions. It will also meet 
with the Faculty Athletic Commit- 
t ee and make recommendations 
pertaining to sports and recrea- 
tion. It shall also meet with the 
Dean of Men and make sugges- 
tions for drawing up rules and 
regulations. The Council shall 
have absolute power over all social 
events on the campus except the 
Spring Formal and the Home- 
coming dance. 

.Can Anyone Veto the Decisions 
and Acts of the Council? Yes, the 
President of the College may veto 
any irregular acts of the Council.

The Very Rev. Raphael H. 
Gross, president of the college, 
recently returned from Washing- 
ton, D. C., where he represented 
St. Joseph’s at , the 38th annual 
convention of the Association of 
American Colleges; which took 
place from Jan.» 8-10. 

The convention consisted of a 
series of meetings in which guest 
speakers stated the problems prev- 
alent in American colleges, and 
the means by which those prob- 
lems, may be rectified. Highlight- 
ing the entire affair was an ad- 
dress by- Senator Estes Kefauver, 
leader of the receht Crime Com-, 
mission investigations. The senat- 
or stressed the responsibility of 
the American college student to- 
ward government. He said that 
organized crime in its present 
form could be greatly' combated if 
each- individual student, sought to 
attaiif^ke ideals of American 
citizenship, which has religion as 
one of its basic fundamentals. 

Father Cavanaugh Speaks 

Other important speeches in- 
cluded those by the Very Rev. 
John J. Cavanaugh, president of 
t h e Un iv er sity of Notre Dame; 
and Franklin Clark Fry, president 
of the United Lutheran Church in 
America. Father Cavanaugh show- 
ed the need of the strict obser- 
vance of the ten commandments 
as a basis for a higher standard 
of morals in American colleges 
and universities. The Rev. Mr. Fry 
emphasized the fact that religion 
and education must be regarded as 
inseparable if our colleges are to 
be improved. Frederick G. Hoch- 
walt, Secretary General of the 
National Catholic Educational 
Association and Ambassador John 
Foster Dulles were among other 
prominent speakers present — 

In connection with the conven- 
tions approximately 400 college 
presidents and officials were pre- 
sent at the gathering of the 
National Commission on Accredit- 
ing. The subject discussed was 
accreditation rights — the act of 
giving a formal nod of approval 
to schools or divisions of schools 
meeting certain scholastic stand- 
ards. . . 

_ Case Outlined 

The case against too much 
accreditation was outlined by Dr. 
Cloyd H. Marvin, President of 
George Washington University. , 
He condemned some 300 free- 
charging associations who have 
taken accreditation powers to 
themselves. Under the new pro- 
gram proposed, all of these self- 
assumed accreditation , agencies 
would be dissolved. 

Only those six already-establish- 
ed associations set up by the 
colleges and universities them- 
selves will be recognized. The six 
groups which would retain accred- 
itation rights under the proposed 
program are: The New England, 
the Middle States, the Southern, 
and* the North Central Associa- 
tions of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, the Northwest Associa- 
tion of Secondary and Higher 
Schools, and the Western Asspcia-r, 
tion of College s and Unive rsit ies.
